Proposals 

(r) The territorial constituencies into which the State of Maharashtra shall be divided fo 
the purpose of elections to (a) Legislative Assembly of the State and (b) the House of the People 
and the extent of each constituency and constituencies which are reserved for the Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes, shall be as shown in the Table A and Table 8, respectivelyj 

(2) Where the name of a constituency as shown in Table A or Table B is distinguished 
by the brackets and letters “(SC)”, the seat in that constituency is reserved for the Scheduled 
Castes; and 

(3) Where the name of a constituency as shown in Table A or Table B is distinguished by 
the brackets and letters “(ST/’, the scat in that constituency is reserved for the Scheduled 
Tribes.

Reasons 


Pachora and Chalisgaon are Municipal Cities and are independent Head Quarters of T ahsil. 
The departments and offices such as revenue. Block Development Agriculture, B&C, Irri galion 
Power etc. offices are located at Tahsil i.e. at Pachora and Chalisgaon. These are also big Mar¬ 
keting Places of Tahsil. The voters usually come to Tahsil for marketing and at the same time 
if they have got any difficulty and grievances. They try to solve these difficulties through their 
representatives (MLA) as the representative usually stay at Tahsil. If the representative has 
to look after more than one Tahsil it goes very difficult for him to keep the contact of both T uh- 
sils. Waghali RIC is from Chalisgaon Tahsil. It is included in Pachora Constituency on the 
ground of Population. However the population of Pachora Tahsil is 1,49,422 and the popula- 
on of Chalisgaon Tahsil is 2,01,194 including Waghali RIC. So on the basis of population tf we 
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frame Pachora Tahsil and Chalisgaon Tahsil as independent Assembly constituency it will be 
more convenient to the voters as Waghali RIC is very close and near to Chalisgaon Tahsil. Even 
on the ground of Population Chalisgaon Constituency will not be bigger or Pachora Constituency 
will not be smaller as the Honourable Election Commissioner has proposed the Constituencies 
having the population more than 2 lakhs and in some cases less than 1 lakh fifty thousand. For 
Example:

Reasons 

Jalgaon District has been allotted Twelve Assembly Constituencies divided them into two 
Lok Sabha Constituencies such as 17-Jalgaon Parliamentary Constituency includes 95-Jalgaon, 97- 
Jamner, 98-Bhusaval, 99-Yawal, 100-Ravcr and 101-Edlabad, the population being 10,325396. 
16-Erandol Parliamentary Constituency included 90-Chalisgaon, 91-Parola, 92-Amalner, 93- 
Chopada, 94-Erandole and 96-Pachora population being 10,90,725. 

93-Chopada Assembly Constituency includes Kanalada RIC which is from Jalgaon Tahsil 
while Chopada Tahsil formsi the part of 16-Erandol Parliamentary Constituency and 95-Jalgaon 
Assembly Constituency forms the part of 17-Jalgaon Parliamentary Constituency. So instead oi 
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Keeping Kanalda RIC in Chopada Assembly Constituency it will be more logical, proper and con¬ 
venient to keep Kanalda RIC in Jalgaon Assembly Constituency. If we accept the change the 
population of these two Parliamentary Constituencies will be as follows :— io-Erondol Parlia¬ 
mentary Constituency 1,056,167 and 17-Jalgaon Parliamentary Constituency 10,56,954 as the popu¬ 
lation of SC and ST is less in these constituencies. The balance and the percentage of SC and ST 
population will not be disturbed. 


Considering the facilities available to the voters such as communications, transport, distance 
compactness etc. it is more convenient and proper to exclude Kanalda RIC from 93-Chopada As¬ 
sembly Constituency. There is a big Tapti River between Chopada Tahsil and Kanalda RIC of 
Jalgaon Tahsil which has no bridging facilities. The Candidate of Chopada Constituency will 
have to go from the Chopada to Jalgaon and then to come Kanalda for propaganda. The distance by 
road from Chopada to Jalgaon is about 40 to 50 miles and from Jalgaon to Kanalda is about 5 to 20 
miles. This will create a big hardship in election campaign. If wc exclude the Kanalda RIC from 
93-Chopada Assembly Constituency the population of this Constituency will be 1,54,294 as shown 
above. This population is sufficient so as to frame 93-Chopada Assembly Constituency of Chopada 
Tahsil only. 


Now considering the above proposal we will have to include Kanalda RIC in 95-Jalgaoa 
Assembly Constituency thereby the population of 95-Jalgaon Assembly Constituency will be 
2,34,423. This population will be more for one constituency. To minimise this we will have to 
exclude Jalgaon Rural from 95-Jalgaon Constituency and to include it in 98-Bhusaval Assembly 
Constituency (at present 98-Bhusaval Assembly Consitucncy consists of this area only). This change 
will effect in making 95-Jalgaon Assembly Constituency of 1,83, 651 and 98-Bhusaval Assembly 
Constituency of 2,09,674 suppose if we feel that the population of 98-Bhusftval Constituency 
is more than the fix norms then in that case we can exclude Goregaoti RIC from 98-Bhusaval 
Assembly Constituency and include it in roi-Edlabad Assembly Constituency thereby the 
population of 98-Bhusaval Assembly Constituency will be, 1 , 95,574 and 101-Edlabad Assembly 
Constituency be 1,73,670 without disturbing the balance and percentage of SC and ST population. 

I discussed the proposed Constituencies with the workers and the Voters of my district and 
after discussions they have given the above proposals. I also discussed the changes with the Honoura- 
able Members of DELIMITATION COMMISSION of our State. They have no objections 
in accepting these changes by the Honourable Election Commission. I therefore humbly request 
to the Delimitation Commisson to accept the above proposals.

In this proposed constituency a crucial question arises. And that is, whether the Vite 
RIC of Khanapur tahsil should be joined to Atpadi (tahsil and thereby detached from the two 
RICs of the same tahsil viz; Wangi and Kadepur RICs.
